New  York!  There  was  one  car  of  fowl  due  at  Weehawken,  N.J.  This  car  is  consigned  to 
a Newark  dealer.  The  market  held  nominally  very  firm.  Live  poultry  re- 
ceipts VIA  TRUCK  WERE  RATHER  LIGHT  WITH  THE  BULK  OF  SUPPLY  HANDLED  ON  THE  DEALERS 
STAND  FOR  OTHER  ACCOUNTS  AND  NOT  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  OPEN  MARKET.  The  LIMITED  SUPPLY 
FOR  THE  OPEN  MARKET  CONTINUED  FAR  SHORT  OF  TRADE  NEEDS.  DIRECT  RECEIVERS  HAD  IN  SOME 
CASES  MORE  POULTRY  THAN  THEY  COULD  DISPOSE  OF  AND  WERE  LOOKING  FOR  OTHER  OUTLETS  TO 
LIQUIDATE  THEIR  SURPLUS  STOCKS.  MaNY  SMALL  OPERATORS  WERE  UNABLE  TO  OBTAIN  SUFFICIENT 
POULTRY  TO  SATISFY  CONSUMER  DEMAND.  THESE  SMALL  SLAUGHTERHOUSE  OPERATORS  CANNOT  SUR- 
VIVE UNDER  PRESENT  CONDITIONS  DUE  TO  UNEQUAL  DISTRIBUTION  AND  HIGH  PRICES.  THEY  ARE 
THREATENING  TO  CLOSE  SHOP  THROUGH  LACK  OF  POULTRY.  MaRKET  CONTINUED  IN  FIRM  POSITION

— — ~—GP,a  Live  poultry  receipts  by  -''holesalers  in  Chicago  Friday  June  11,  amounted 
to  108,550  pounds  compared  with  78,911  pounds  a week  ago.  Receipts  this 
week  are  the  largest  so  far  since  early  in  January  for  a comparable  period  but  are 
still  below  needs  of  the  market.  Bulk  of  the  arrivals  today  were  from  Iowa.  Nearby 
points  volume  reported  by  trade  as  going  largely  into  retail  channels  DIRECT  at 
PRICES  EXCEEDING  WHOLESALE  CEILINGS.
